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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 20-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The amendment (below) to delete "misch metal" is a new matter because 
applicants do not recognize misch metal would inhibit bonding of Te and Pb. 

AMENDMENTS TO THE SPECIFICATION 

Please amend the paragraph beginning on page 7a, line 22, as follows: 
Besides the Te mentioned above, the additive element that the copper-based alloy of this 
invention is allowed to use for the purpose of suppressing the occurrence of the Bi-Pb binary 
eutectic crystal is one or more members selected from the group consisting of Te, P, Zr, Ti, Co, ln t 
Ca[[,]] and B and mi s ch m e ta l. The content of the additive element is preferred to be in the range 
of 0.01 to 1.0 weight%. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 
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2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims 
at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application 
indicating obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c ) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 20-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over 
USP 5942056 to Singh. 

Singh discloses the features including the copper based alloy composition (col. 4, lines 
4-11) and functions of each element (col. 3, lines 20-59) except for the intermetallic 
compounds. But, claimed intermetallic compounds are material properties which would 
have been inherently possessed by the cast product. Therefore, the burden is on the 
applicant to prove that the product of the prior art does not necessarily or inherently 
possess characteristics attributed to the claimed product. 



In re Best, 195 USPQ, 430 and MPEP § 2112.01. 

"Where the claimed and prior art products are identical 
or substantially identical in structure or composition, or are produced 
by identical or substantially identical processes, a prima facie case 
of either anticipation or obviousness has been established, In re Best, 
195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 1977). 'When the PTO shows a sound 
basis for believing that the products of the applicant and the prior art 
are the same, the applicant has the burden of showing that they are not/ 
In re Spada, 15 USPQ2d 1655, 1658 (Fed. Cir. 1990). Therefore, the 
prima facie case can be rebutted by evidence showing that the prior art 
products do not necessarily possess the characteristics of the claimed 
product. In re Best, 195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 1977)." 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's declaration and arguments filed June 5, 2007 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

The 132 declaration is defective because the clause regarding "willful false 
statements ..." required by 37 CFR 1.68 has been omitted. Moreover, the instant 
transitional expression "containing" in claim 20 does not exclude Mm and Mm is 
included in instant specification as originally filed (page 7, line 23). Furthermore, claim 
20 does not recite Sn and Zn elements and proportions of Sn, Zn, Bi, and Pb. The 
showing of unexpected results must be occurred over the entire claimed range . In re 
Clemens, 622 F.2d 1029, 206 USPQ 289, 296 (CCPA 1980). The scope of the showing 
must be commensurate with the scope of the claims . MPEP § 716.02(d), In re Tiffin, 
448 F.2d 791, 792 (Fed. Cir. 1971), In re Coleman, 205 USPQ 1172, In re Grasselli, 
713 F.2d 731, 743, 218 USPQ 769, 778 (Fed. Cir. 1983), and In re Greenfield, 197 
USPQ 227. 

Applicants' argument in instant remarks is noted. But, specification as originally 
filed includes Mm in instant compositions (specification page 7, lines 20-30).
